carried there, wasjoccupying the quarters of its home station. 


The information confirms the presence of the 106th 

Hv Gds Tank SP Gun Regt or at least elements of this regiment, and 
the unidentified AAA regiment in the same barracks installation at 
Kagran.- The number of nine 85-mm AA guns is reported for the first 
time and is noteworthy but does not indicate an increase of the 
number of two medium AAA batteries stationed in Kegran which are 
believed to be equipped with not more than eight 35-mm AA guns. The 
five 37-mm AA guns and six AA machine guns are indicative for a light 
AAA battery and a t least elements of an AA machine jgun nomnan y sta- 
tioned in Kagran.l y 
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
